Roosevelt said that 
“some time in April” he was in- 
formed by Secretary that the sub- 
ject of the transfer had been dis- 
cussed in a cabinet meeting. 
Roosevelt added, incidentally, that 
he was not then in favor of the 
transfer, but became convinced 
later that it was a good thing. 

Sinclair then conferred with the 
President at the White House dur- 
ing a ripe stage of the depart- 
mental negotiations that led to the 
signing of the executive order of 
May 31 and led, ultimately, to the 
leasing of Teapot Dome by Fall to 
Sinclair. 


The date of Sinclair's overnight 
call has been given added interest 
by Will Hays’ testimony last week 
that Sinclair gave $160,000 in Lib- 
erty bonds and lent $100,000 addi- 
tional in Liberty bonds toward the 
wiping out of the deficit left from 
the Republican national campaign 
of 1920. That deficit of more 
than $1,200,000, incurred in a 
campaign which the go-getter Will 
Hays had piously and pretentious- 
ly announced was going to be 
financed wholly with contributions 
of $1000 and less, was a painful 
memory to Hays, Harding and the 
other party leaders in the spring 
of 1921. 

Forbes Recalls Other Visits. 


Hays was indefinite as to the 
date when he first asked Harry 
Sinclair to contribute toward the 
payment of the deficit. It was 
some' time, he said, in the summer 
of 1923. Whether Hays’ memory 
on that particular point was accu- 
rate or not is of no great conse- 
quence. It is enough for the pur- 
poses of the chronology that in the 
spring of 1921, when Sinclair vis- 
ited the White House, the large 
deficit was known to exist, and the 
party managers and g0-getters 
were anxiously casting about for 
Ways and means to get rid of it. 

Sinclair was at the White House 
not only in May, 1921, but, accord- 
ing to the best recollection of Col. 
Charles R. Forbes, who was one of 
President Harding's intimates, he 
was there again in July and August 
of the same year. Tt was about

Resolution to Junk Undersea Craft

Frothingham resolution looking to 
abolition of the subtwnarine through

‘I regard this resolution as an 
empty gesture,” Charman Porter, 
who led the fight against the reso- 
lution, declared.

France and Italy, for instance, to 
abolish their only means of de- 
fense on the seas than they would 
have to ask us to abolish our only 
means of defense—the navy. 

“It is more than an empty ges- 
ture, because, in asking them to 
abolish the submarine we are 
strengthening our own defense by 
weakening theirs. The advocates 
of peace are weary of empty ges- 
tures.

WOMAN WHO BEAT 
HUSBAND TODEATH 
GETS LIFE TERM 


Velma West Pleads Guilty 
of Murder in Second De- 


gree at Painsville, O., and: 


Is Sentenced. 


By the Associated Press. 
PAINESVILLE, O., March 6.— 


Mrs. Velma West, 21 years old, who 


killed her husband, Thomas Ed- 
ward West, with a hammer, was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
Marysville Reformatory today, a 
few minutes after she pleaded guil- 
ty of second degree murder, 

Mrs. West received her sentence 
in tears. She slumped into her 
chair after a few brief remarks by 
Common Pleas Judge J. D. Barnes. 
Her father, B. L. Van Woere of 


Cleveland, went to her side. Her 
mother was not in court to hear the 
sentence. 

When court was conveneé at 9:30 
a. m., Judge Barnes asked if an 
agreement had been reached be- 
tween counsel. Defense Attorney 
Francis W. Poulson informed the 
Court that Mrs. West was willing 
to plead guilty of second degree 
murder, thus obviating the necess- 
ity of standing trial on a first de- 
grée charge. 


State Accepts Plea. 


Prosecutor Seth Paulin then told 
Judge Barnes the State had consid- 
ered the plea thoroughly and had 
agreed to accept it. 

Mrs. West attired in the outfit of 
black she wore in court yesterday, 
rose from her seat at the counsél 
table and stepped before the dais. 

“T understand your counsel has 
agreed to enter a plea of guilty to 
second degree murder,’ said Judge 
Barnes, addressing the defendant 
‘Is that so?” 

“Yes, sir,”’ she replied, in a low 
tone. 

- “Having entered such a plea, the 
law requires that I ask you if you 
have anything to say as to why sen- 
tence should not pe imposed,” said 
the Judge. 

Mrs, West replied she had noth- 
ing to say. 

Not First Degree Murder. 

Judge Barnes then reviewed the 
discussion yesterday between coun- 
sel and the Court on the sugges- 
tion that the plea be entered, and 
informed the defendant that “‘after 
hearing all the evidence »n pre- 
meditation, the feature sessary 
to sustain a first degree*«nurder 
charge, the Court’ Was convinced 
it was not an argumentative ques- 
tion.” 

“We could not hope for a con- 
on any charge greater 
than second degree,” he said. 

“Therefore the Court directs you 
the remainder of your 
natural life in the Marysville re- 
formatory for women, no part of | 
which shall be spent in solitary! 
confinement.”

American Author Assails Count for Philoso- 
phy ‘Nourished on Champagne’— 
Refuses.to Meet Him, © 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOS ANGELES, March 6—Char- 


acterizing the philosophy of Count 
Hermann Keyserling as “nourished 
on champagne and adolescent fem- 
inity,” Upton Sinclair, the Ameri- 
can author, has joined the forces 
of those who criticise the Count in 
the United States. 


The letter written yesterday to 
Count Keyserling by Sinclair fol- 
lows: 

*T received from a magazine ed- 
itor in New York a telegram ask- 
ing me to meet you at dinner and, 
in reply, I wrote and offered you 
our hospitality in California. Since 
then I have seen the stipulations 
sent out to your hosts, which in- 
clude champagne. It is pointed 
out to you that this includes a vio- 
lation of our law and your reply 
is ‘You all do it.’ 

“TIT think this is an occasion for 
one American man to inform you 
that you are mistaken. Some of 
us obey the laws of our country 
and we consider it a piece of un- 
pardonable insolence for a stranger 
to come in and publicly defy those 
laws. I invite you to consider how 
you would feel if I, an American, 
should go to your country to gain 
large sums of money and should 
make it a feature of my entertain- 
ment that my German hosts should 
violate the laws of Germany for 
my comfort. 

Won’t Meet Him, 

‘*T have today declined an invi- 
tation.to meet you. I inform you 
that I have not any interest in any 
philosophy which is to be nour- 
ished on champagne and adoles- 
cent femininity and I do not wish 
to meet any such philosopher.” 

A newspaper man who obtained 
a copy of Sinclair’s letter managed 
to break down the censorship with 


which Count Keyserling seems to 
have surrounded himself and read 
the letter to the Count over the: 
telephone before he had received 
it in the mails. 

Count Keyserling professed to be 
amused and not at all perturbed 
by Sinclair’s remarks, the reporter 
said. 

“It is amusing and laughable, 
and it is, I suppose, what cseport- 
ers call good newspaper copy for 
Mr. Sinclair. I am sorry I don’t 
feel hurt, but I can’t,” was the re- 
ply credited the Count. 

Two days ago, in the much her- 
alded ‘press audience” for local 
newspapermen, Count Keyserling 
was asked about the several start- 
ling stipulations laid down for his 
visit to Los Angeles and his $1000 
speech to the Friday Morning Club, 

Required Champagne or Wine. 

Among these stipulations were 
requirements that champagne or 
red wine should be supplied to the 
Count during his stay, and that 
the entertainment to be arranged 
must include youthful guests of the 
opposite sex. | 

The reply to the. questions was 
the assertion that the stipulations 
were the work of his agents, 

“Yes, I drink champagne,” he 
admitted, however. “It is a neces- 
sary stimulant for me.” 

Someone mentioned the laws of 
the nation. 

“You all do it,” the Count re- 
plied with a laugh. He then went 
on to explain that he considers 
young American girls the best 
means of studying this country. In 
other nations, he said, he might 
use young men as his means of 
learning national thought, but not 
so here where “The American giri 
ig the most original in the world.” 

Upon reading the report of these 
views of Count Keyserling Sinclair 


wrote his denunciation.

To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch, 

T was not so long ago that subscrib- 

ers “shelled out" several hundred 
thousand dollars to the Smoke Abate- 
ment League and you have to give it 
credit for wanting to make us believe 
that we were getting something for our 
money. They handed out a report that 
there had been as much as a 40 per cent 
reduction in smoke in some districts, and ; 
then Christmas day—smoky and drear. | 

Any intelligent thought or effort to- 
gether with an understanding of coal 
burning must inevitably lead to a plan 
that goes into all of the ramifications of 
the subject, There are so many factors 
that enter into the making of smoke 
that are beyond the control of the fire- 
men (be it in the home or industry) that 
instruction of the fireman alone will not 
accomplish its avowed purpose, Take the 
matter of flues and chimneys. Then 
there is the problem of furnace design. 
Then there is the question of the heating ) 
installation. Too often the heating plant 
is too small and when a severe snap 
comes along the atmosphere tells the 
story. Because when you are cold you 
are going to try and get warm first, after 
that you might give smoke some consid- 
eration. 

Bach of the aforementioned are as 
vital as efficient firing and they apply 
with equal emphasis to home and fac- 
tory. It seems about time that some- 
thing were done that promises some 
chance of success. This matter received 
officia] recognition as a municipal prob- 
lem as far back as 1917. In that year 
Mayor Kiel called a mecting of repre- 
sentative engineers to his office. From 
letters and memoranda (that lie before 
me) of this and subsequent meetings, I 
would say that we are just about where 
we were at that time.

POLITICS AND PROSPERITY. 

It takes gall to ascribe unemployment to political 
uncertainty and voice the hollow assurance that all 
would be well if the country could be assured of a 
continuance of the Coolidge policies, but there are 
jalready people out in advance of the approaching 
presidential campaign with this brand of bunk. 

For instance, there is William T. Dewart, presi- 
dent of the New York Sun. Passing through St. 
Louis, Mr. Dewart warns us that we should think 
twice before we vote to modify the Coolidge poll- 
cies, and he predicts that when the campaign opens 
“continuation of the present prosperity will be the 
dominant issue.” All other considerations, says this 
unblushing sophist, “will become minor issues when 
measured against prosperity.” That is, whether the 
Government shall be honest or corrupt, or whether 
government should be for the few or the many, will

There will be others to follow in the wake of this

that that is prosperity which excludes all but a very 
few people and confronts us with the problem of 
4,000,000 workers unemployed. 


Many excellent authorities have told why so many | 
people are not employed. We have been shown charts | 
which show a rising volume of production and a de- 
clintng volume of employment, a divergence induced | 
by machines and the increasing output per man. We | 
have been shown that because of overproduction the | 
average net income of 99 per cent of the corporations | 
in the country was 11 per cent less in 1925 than | 
fn 1923. There is fot a contributor to unemployment, 
whether in cities or on farms, that has not been | 
cumulative for years and may possibly continue sO 
irrespective of politics. An economist would laugh ' 
to be told that political worry has anything to do | 


with this. It is never mentioned except by politically- , 


ception during a campaign. 

Except for our experience in other, campaigns, we | 
might believe that the country could not be so easily | 
deceived. We might hope that it would recall the | 
unemployment crisis of 1921. In that year there | 
was no political worry among industrialists. They | 
were not hesitating, as Mr. Dewart says they are 
now, because they were not sure what kind of | 
government we were going te have. Messrs. Hard-| 
ing and Coolidge had been triumphantly elected a. 
few months before. The opposition party in Con- | 
gress had been reduced to a corporal’s guard. It. 
is as untrue now as it would have been ridiculous 
then to charge that political uncertainty is respon- 
sible for the present unemployment crisis, but the | 
country will nevertheless neither be spared a deluge | 
of this bunky-doodle nor fail to swallow enough of | 
it to make the deception worth while. 

It has often happened, and it can happen again.

A timely visit by Presi- 
dent Machado of Cuba to Washington gave 
President Coolidge an opportunity to repay 
the visit in a season when it would seem 
quite appropriate for him to give the open- 
ing address in the Conferénce. No echo 
was heard now of the baseless shouts of 
unconstitutionality that went up when Presi- 
dent Wilson decided to leave the territory 
of the United States and attend the peace 
conference in Paris. In the presidential 
Party were the Secretary of Siate and the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

More striking even than the unusual mis- 
Sion of the President and his Secretary of 
State was the mission of good will on which 
Col. Lindbergh was dispatched into the very 
region in which the anti-imperialism and 
suspicion were most acute, with its climax 
4 triumphal landing in Havana at the psy- 
chological moment.

The Columbla was somewhere 
near the border of Germany, with 
plenty of gas in her tanks to con- 
tinue the flight at least as far as 
Warsaw, and there had been no en- 
gine trouble of any sort. Night 
fell, and with it huge fog banks 
loomed ahead. Striving to climb 
over the clouds, the Columbia 
staggered drunkenly in the thin 
air, and still the Himalayas of the 
fog soared up and up. Unable to 
get over the dense cloud mass, 
Chamberlin and Levine cruised up 
and down the edge of it, waiting for 
dawn and getting nowhere. 

During the night, at an altitude 
of 21,000 feet, Chamberlin, fearing 
he might “pass out” from fatigue, 
gave the controls to Levine and 
swooned away. Immediately, as it 
seemed, he wakened to note that 
the ship was falling in a crazy spin. 
The account of that dizzy plunge 
of 17,000 feet through utter black- 
ness before the ship could be right- 
ed makes the reader hold his 
breath; and yet this, too, is told in 
a most matter-of-fact manner.

HE tiny band-box = shops, 
T stretening for a dozen blocks 

or more along the Rue de 
Rivoli, are an ever-changing and 
constant delight for the ladies. Al. 
most the entire stocks are in glit- 
tering windows, and there is room 
for no more than a half dozen 
customers in the largest shop. 


The clerks speak English with a 
decided British accent, but the 
venerable French mammas and 
papas with shoulder shawls pre- 
side at the cube-like brass-tipped 
cashier’s cages. No clerk has ever 
been able successfully to tap the 
tillin France. And there are few 
cash registers {n small shops. 

Along the Rivoli the appeal is 
almost entirely for feminine vani- 
ties—necklaces, rings, bracelets, 
gloves, rhinestones, 
watches, vanity cases, perfumes, 
cosmetics, cigarette holders, swag- 
ger sticks and such. Clerks escort 
customers to the sidewalk for the 
final bow. 

The Rivoli sidewalk is in fan- 
tastic mosaic designs, and a portico 
overhead protects pedestrians from 
the elements. The famous Rum- 
plemayer’s tearoom is in the mid- 
center of the promenade. In the 
shadows of the portico supports 
lurk those conscienceless guides 
who whisper of the Paris depravi- 
ties, there being several.

High Cost of Racing. 
[INANCIAL statements of the 


late race meeting at the New 
Orleans Fairgrounds track shed 
some illumination on the high 
cost of horse racing. 

The association reports a loss 
estimated at $150,000 on a 44- 
day meeting. ‘The track’s “take” 
was 4% per cent which, with 
“breakage,”’ meant a 6 per cent 
deduction for revenue purposes. 

The average daily amount 
wagered was $260,000, so that 
the revenue from this soeurce 
alone, not counting gate receipts, 
averaged $15,600 daily. Plus 
eoncessions and ‘“‘gate” the daily 
income must have approximated 
$20,000. 

From which one must infer 
that it costs about $23,000 a day 
to operate the Fairgrounds and 
break even!

Just where this sum ig ex- 
pended is hard to figure. With 
big stakes included the average 
daily amount paid out in purses 
was hardly more than $11,000, 
leaving $12,000 a day for operat- 
ing expenses. 

Fairmount race track, which 
had a dul! fall meeting last year, 
about broke even, despite an 
overhead of $2500 a day tax, and 
a minimum revenue of 6% per 
cent. Yet Fairmount’s total bet- 
ting per day was hardly more 
than one-third the “handle” at 
New Orleans.

luted commercial rol tien of ri- 
atic acid which should not be ieft 
in the pipes too long and the pipes 
should be given a long and strong 
flushing with clear watrr to rine 
out the acid and remove the loos- 
ened rust or dirt. 

Emergency treatment for small 
leaks in water pipes may be 
stopped by placing a flat rubber or 
leather gasket over the leak and 
hammering a stiff piece of metal, 
such as a picture hock, to fit over 
the gasket; secure both to the pipe 
with a vise or clamp obtainable at 
hardware or 5 and 10 cent stores. 
A small leak under low pressure is 
sometimes stopped by embedding 
the pipe in richly-mixed Portiand 
cement mortar or concrete. Jt is 
necessary to shut off the water 
from the pipe and build a boxing 
around it to hold the soft mortar 
closely against the pipe. A wrap- 
ping of wire netting embedded in 
the mortar or concrete increases 
its tensile strength. A small hole 
in cast-iron pipe may be tapped 
and a screw plug inserted to close 
the hole. 


Sometimes a crank or hole can 
be cleaned out and then plugged 
and caltked with lead, tinfoil or § 
commercial iron cement mixed to 
the consistency of stiff putty. 


There are several good inexpen- 
sive, ready-made pipe and joint 
repairers obtainable at manufac- 
turers and dealers. 

Cracks in laundry tubs of slate, 
soapstone or cement may be made 
water-tight with a mixture of 
litharge and glycerin or a spe- 
cially prepared commercial ce- 
ment. The litharge and glycerin 
should be mixed and stirred to 
form a smooth, heavy paste free 
from lumps. The crack should be 
cleaned out to remove all grease 
and dirt and the paste should be 
worked into the crack with a case 
knife. 

A paste of Portland cement and 
water, or of the white of an egg 
and fresh lump lime, has been 
used successfully for this purpose.

HELPS FOR MOTHERS | 


By Emilie Hoffman 


think it is necessary to punish 
a child? What would you sug- 
gest as punishment?” 

When a mother has mastered 
child study and thoroughly under- 
stands her children, punishments 
can be abolished with no serious 
results, but, unfortunately, all 
mothers have not become educated 
to the great necessity and benefits 
of child study. 

They may understand their re- 
sponsibility as parents, they prob- 
ably realize their children must be 
conformable to law and where 
there is persistent resistance to 
this, punishment seems to them 
the natural procedure. But as 
mothers are being educated in 
child training they are more and 
more adopting preventive methods 
of discipline and thus avoiding 
punishment to a large extent. One 
way of doing this is to divert the 
attention of the child and prevent 
the disobedient act. A little wise 
thinking will readily accomplish 
this. 

It is impossible to give any one 

method of punishment, for this 
must meet the needs of the indi- 
vidual child. Temperamental traits 
must be considered. A sensitive 
child will respond to a mild pun- 
ishment. In fact, light punish- 
ments are, in most cases, quite as 
effectual as drastic measures, for 
it is not the form of punishment 
that hurts. 
Before punishing at all, discover 
the motive. Children are frequent- 
ly punished unjustly where thig is 
not done, and children are quick 
to feel and resent the injustice of 
punishment for unintentional of- 
fenses. In administering punish- 
ment a mother must be careful not 
to arouse in the child resentment 
or any bad spirit that will lead to 
a worse state than disobedience. 

Of course, discipline must begin 
in infancy. The impulsive slapping 
resorted to by many mothers is not 
wise punishment and it has no 


A uune ie asks: “Do you really 


‘lasting effect. Isolation is repug- 
nant to most children and really is 
a decidedly effective punishment. 
Even the baby in the high chair 
will readily succumb to discipline 
if the chair is wheeled into another 
room or placed in a corner facing 
the wall. It is surprising how 
quickly a screaming kidlet will 
subside when this punishment ifs 
meted out. 

Banishing a child to the isola- 
tion of another room may result in 
screams. If the mother goes in and 
in a calm, pleasant tone telly the 
culprit he can return as soon as 
he can be a good boy, the storm 
will soon cease. Making a child 
sit on a chair 15 minutes (more or 
less) absolutely quiet, without any 
occupation, is a severe punishment 
to most active children, especially 
if they have to witness a game of 
frolic and they are disqualified to 
take part. 

Punishment is really not a cure 
for disobedience. There fs a much 
better way. The wise mother will 
take the trouble to find the cause 
of disobedience. She will then give 
her children a helpful training in 
discipline and wise guidance along 
these lines and this mother will 
rarely find a negessity for punish- 
ment. When she doés; the punish- 
ment will be rightly directed, for 
she will fit the punishment to the 
child. fie
